GOOD START 

Two results from the first series of the 
new State League Championship must have 
been heartening to Directors of the 
Northern N.S.W. Soccer Football 
Federation. The win by Grafton over 
Weston was one. The draw between 
Tamworth and Wallsend was the other. It is 
not because they are against Weston and 
Wallsend. But it is important to everyone 
that the country clubs should do well in this 
inaugural year. If they should fall by the 
wayside we would be back to where we 
started — with a competition based on 
Newcastle. 

Edgeworth’s 6-0 win over Coffs Harbour 
was enough reassurance that we may still 
provide the winner of the Championship 
from our former Federation ranks.

Jack Routledge’s 
club is the most professional in the north 
outside Newcastle United. It has a nucleus 
of succssful businessmen set to promote 
the club and the code in the New England.

Clarence Valley United were the first 
country club to beat a Newcastle side in 
the State League. They won 2-1 before a 
good crowd last Saturday. Naturally their 
club officials were elated to put it mildly.

The majority of 
the players in the Clarence Valley side 
came from Lismore. Ken ‘McPherson, a 
young midfielder, caught the eye of all 
the spectators when he made a run down the 
wing, cut the ball back from the line and 
laid on a goal for Jansen to score the Valley’s 
first goal.

_ THE NEW PELE 

At the conclusion of the Coca-Cola World 
Youth Tournament in Tokyo last year Diego A. 
Maradona was awarded the Golden Ball for the 
best player. The Silver Ball went to Julio Cesar 
Romero. Bothare South Americans. Maradona is 
an Argentinian, Romero a Paraguayan. 

There was not one objection this year when 
journalists from all over South America selected 
Maradona as the continent’s best footballer. 
Second best, once again, was Romero with 
exactly half the number of points scored by 
Maradona. The final table of points awarded was 
— Maradon 80, Romero 40, Falcao (Brazil) 29, 
Fillol (Argentina) 26 and Zico (Brazil) 15. 

Maradona has done well for his country’s 
seniof team as well as its youth team. Newcastle 
soccer enthusiast, Ernie Lamb, saw him play 
against Scotland last year in Glasgow and he still 
raves about his outstanding ability. He made the 
Scots national team players look hacks. 


OUT OF SIGHT, OUT OF MIND 

Mario Kempes, dominating figure in 
Argentina’s 1978 World Cup win, is now in Spain 
where he is getting more than his share of goals. In 
the scoring which brought Maradona 80 points he 
could pick up only 9. 

Romero who had been transferred to 
Cosmos for a price of two million dollars did not 
get one vote from Paraguayan reporters. 

Ardilles who figured in the Argentinian 
World Cup winand who could easily be England’s 
player of the year did not get a single vote.

WORLD YOUTH CUP, AUSTRALIA, 3-18 
October, 1981 

Ninety-six teams have been entered in the 
preliminary rounds of the FIFA World Youth 
Championships for the Coca-Cola CUP (to give 
the competition its full title). This compares with 
100 in Japan last year. 

The teams are broken down into five groups: 
Europe 26, Asia 19, North and Central America 
19, Africa 18, South America 10. Qualifying 
matches are to be held up to 31st March, 1981. 
Only sixteen teams will qualify — six from 
Europe, 3 from South America and 2 from each of 
the other groups. If you add those you will find 
you have fifteen. The sixteenth is Australia as the 
organising country. 

SOMETHING LACKING 

Although Australia qualifies for the World 
Youth Championships as host country there is not 
one entry for the tournament for the Oceanic 
group which comprises countries like New 
Zealand, Fiji, New Caledonia and Taiwan. The 
so-called Oceanic Group has a long way to go in 
world soccer. 
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OLYMPIC QUALIFYING TOURNAMENTS 


Two countries have automatically qualifyied 
for the Olympics. They are Russia as organisers, 
East Germany as 1976 winners. Others which have 
successfully qualified are Norway from Group 4, 
Argentina and Colombia from South America. 


A match being played today will decide 
whether Czechoslovakia or Hungary will qualify 
from Europe, Group |; Italy are favoured to win 
Group 2, Belgium Group 3. In the Asia Group III 
matches China are leading the field after four 
matches. 


WORLD CUP, 1982 


Wales has been included in the Group 3 
Europe competition in which she will meet 
Czechoslovakia, U.S.S.R., Turkey and Iceland. 
In this particular qualifying group Wales’ first 
match will be against Iceland on 2-8-80 and its last 
scheduled match is against Iceland on 14-10-81. 
So their matches will cover a period of more than 
fourteen months. 


Perhaps the pertinent feature of the draw is 
the forward planning involved. 


IFA CENTENARY 


Australia is not the only soccer country 
celebrating its centenary this year. Ireland 
(Northern Ireland) has been a Soccer entity for 
one hundred years too. In that period it has 
produced many famous footballers and has rather 
more creditable achievements to its credit than 
many other soccer countries. For instance, it 
reached the quarter finals of the World Cup in 


“Swedwen in 1958. 


The IFA was the only Federation in all 
Ireland: until the 1920’s when the southern clubs 
broke away and eventually formed their own 
federation. 


APPEARANCES 


According to FIFA statistics eight European 
players have more than one hundred appearances 
to their credit in full internationals. They are 
Bjorn Nordquist (Sweden) 115, Bobbie Moore 
(England) 108, Bobbie Charlton (England) 106, 
Billy Wright (England) 105, Thorbjorn Svenssen 
(Norway) 104, Franz Beckenbauer (Germany) 
103, Kazimierz Deyna (Poland) 102. Jozsef 
Bozsik reached the century for Hungary in 1962. 

The highest total for a player still active at 
international level is 91 by Jurgen Croy of East 
Germany. 


Statistics for players outside Europe were not 
mentioned in the survey.

PSYCHOLOGISTS TELLS WHY FOOTBALL 
IS SO GREAT A PULLING ATTRACTION 


Almost every man who goes to a football match is some kind of Walter Mitty who sees himself as 
one who knows more about the game than the coaches, the players and the referees. 

At least that is the opinion of Professor John Cohen, of Manchester University who, a few years 
ago, completed a lengthy investigation of football crowds and what “makes them tick.” It took him more 
than four years to complete. MIKE 

Although his conclusions were based on studies of Soccer crowds and individuals ia England they 
apply equally aptly to Australian supporters. 

Professor Cohen, who confesses to being a soccer “fanatic”, decided to find out why the game so 
consistently attracted bigger crowds than any other form of sport. - 

He came up with the somewhat surprising conclusion that the attraction of the game can be traced 
to the fact that fewer men, these days, play more thana minor part in their own job, whether they work in 
mine, factory or office. aed pnd 

A factory worker, he suggests, could spend his entire working life specialising on one aspect of 
production. Only the general manager has the satisfaction of looking at the whole picture; of seeing how 
all the details fit together to bring an undertaking to a conclusion. = ; 

In other days, a skilled craftsman completed a job by himself, so gaining much satisfaction = 
seeing the finished effort. Few men, claims the professor, gain this sense of achievement Wei 

But, at the football, all men are equal. Their opinions bear weight — or, at least, they think they do. 

and what is no less important is the fact that they see a complete event unfolding before them so that 
they can analyse and sum up all the details that constitute a complete Sebncvercaie ja 

One of the other big features of Soccer, according to the professor is its very simplicity.- 

“No one needs to be a genius to understand the rules or to absorb the history of the game and its 
heroes” he says. . 

Because every follower is himself a “make believe” champion whose talent was never recognised, he 
never hesitates to give his views on a player, an incident or a result. . 

Professor Cohen writes: “The football crowd is the cradle and nursery of a democratic way of'life 
where every man’s voice counts.” “ 

In his own eyes every club follower is a top expert on everything associated with the game. : 

As a self-acknowledged expert on his own team and the game generally, the follower is ina position 

where he cannot be bluffed out of his opinions. Because he will not be talked out of his football opinions 
the follower tends to get his back up when anyone tries to put something over him in industry or — 
On top of making the individual as confident in himself as any champion, football allows him to 
become a member of a group, comrades who all have pride in the local team and share the tension of 
victory or defeat. ne
